The piece which occupied the boards 
had proved a flat failu re, and receipts 
ut the box office had fallen in conse­ 
quence to a plane never before reached 
in the history of the house.

quarter for you, Tom , and you ’d better 
keep it as a curiosity, for it ’s getting to 
be n very rare sort of bird in the Jo l­ 
lity theater preserves.” 
“ T hank you, m um .” said Tom as he 
pocketed the coin, w ith a grin,

distant horizon,” rem arked the vener­ 
able Mr. Borders in a tone sim ilar tc 
that w hich he assumes in the great 
m elodram a called “ The Ocean B lu e ,” 
in the scene in which he is discovered 
sitting on a raft in rnidoeean on the 
lookout for a passing sail.

Mr. Freelance interrupted her by plac­ 
in g bis hand over her mouth and say­ 
in g : “ W ait for me after the curtain 
goes down, Beai 1, and I ’ ll talk to you 
about it. 
Bhadrach's w aitin g in the 
office, and I ’ ve got to give him a ‘ jo lly ’ 
so as to get the costum es out of him , but 
I ’ll be back hero aftet the last a ct.” 
In spite of the storm outside and the 
dispiriting atmosphere w ithin the per­ 
form ance given that night by the J o llity 
stock company was a notably brilliant 
one, for the news had spread that there 
w as to be a speedy change of b ill, and 
hope was once more in every niernbei’s 
breast. Mr. Freelance invited Miss L iv ­ 
ingstone out to supper jest as she was 
ou the point of declaring that she would 
not go 011 again unless she received e v ­ 
ery cent of the hack salary that was duo 
her, and before they left the restaurant 
she lmd m eekly agreed to study the great 
em otional role which had been intended 
for M iss B rae bridge ami to say nothing 
more about back salary. 
The next morning, in accordance w ith 
a call posted in the stage entrance, the 
com pany assembled to hc.;r the new 
p lay read by the gifted Mr. Freelance, 
and such was that gentlem an’s elocu 
tbinary power that when ho laid the
